Spanish naval movements arc a mys- 
tery and are intended to be. There 
arc many theories. One is that the 
licet will not venture a conflict with 
either American fleets, but make a 
clash on some of the Is'orth Atlantic 
ports. Its absence from Cuban har- 
bors indicates a purpose not to be 
bottled up by a blockading squadron, 
but to attempt offensive rather than

A DIFFERENCE 


The Keverends Disagree—Unitarian 


vs. Presbyterian. 


The sermon below is taken 
from 


the Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune 
of the ISth inst on "War," preached 
by tlic llcv. Geo. A. Thayer, at the 
Unitarian church last Sunday. 


Mr. Thaycr was chaplain of one of 


the regiments during tlic civil war 
and knows from sad experience all 
about tlic horrors of war, hence is 
now an apostle of peace in more than 
one. sense of the word: 


"It is most fortunate that tliose of 


us who do not think that war is a 
measure to be lightly invoked have 
upon our side the gentlemen who 
constitute 
the 
chief 
controlling 


powers of the ^Nation; for the Presi- 
dent and his responsible counsellors, 
together with that other otlicial not 
generally recognized as possessing the 
weight of influence which he actually 
commands in directing national pol- 
icy, the speaker of the House, have 
steadily resisted appeals to plunge 
the country into hasty and unreason- 
able war. 


"Thus the great debate, .jyliether 


peace or war shall be our policy, is 
raised out of partisan politics, and 
becomes the division between men 
wiio hold sincere convictions upon 
fundamental principles of public duty 
and right. 


' • A l l reasonable persons today look 


upon war with abhorrence and dread. 
It may be a last desperate resort, but 
those who reflect upon its waste and 
misery, upon its consequences of cor- 
ruption and demorilization 
which 


reach out in a thousand subtle ways, 
will hesitate long before they invoke 
its furies upon a land. For in war, 
howsoever justifiable, all the worst 
passions of a community come upper- 
most; patriotism becomes a shetler 
for all forms of knavery and plunder, 
and while the genuine lovers of coun- 
try may endure heroic sacrifices, the 
self-seekers take their opportunity to 
make the community their prey.

Kcuntucky this afternoon
